This letter followed a conversation between Mr. O’Neil and Mr. Murrell and was a summing up of tae arguments | 
ir business | that Mr. O'Neil, on behalf of the Post-Dispatch, had presented verbally to Murrell. 


Almost immediately after receiving this letter Murrell left Mexico, where he had been in hiding five months, and came 


to St. -Louis. 


It was by the delivery of this letter to Mr. Folk that Murrell announced his return.

Hesuming the discussion of y@sterday 
it has occurred to me that some §v0¢ 
might come from a presentation in writ- 
ing of the question that you are cailed 
upon to dec.de; the decizion of which 
means so much for you and much 
more for those vou love.

ty. This is believed to be the first instance 
in Georgia where a fine has been entered 
against a helliever in the socalled Christian 
Science, or faith cure. Just before passing 
sentence upon Justice, Judg2 Adams asked 
him if he had anything to say. He replied: 
“I am putting my whole trust in Goi." 
Justice was arraigned on an accusation 
sworn out by, his brother-in-aw, J. Y. 
Warren. Five witnesses were put on the 
stand by the state. They swore that Jus- 
tive refused to give medicine to h’'s sick 
children or permit a physician to be calied. 
He has now, they swore, a very sck child, 
and that he states that ht is not going to 
tempt God by giving medicine toit. On one 
occasion recently he carried the child, 80 
iney swore. in the heat of the day to the 
home of another faith apostle, claimi ¢ 


that It was not sick, although it had then. 


several dexrees of fever. 


Treated by 

“Laying On of Hends.”’ 

All the treatment of the sick children 
have been permitted to have is that laid 
down in the doctrine of faith curists, thal 
of “laying on of the hands.’ Those who 
believe in this doctrine, swore the wit- 
nesses, call at the Justice home and spend 
their time in singing songs. No prayers 
weuld be uttered. as it is contrary to the 
teachings of these particular Christian 
Sc'‘entie¢s, at least, ever to pray in public.

ting his trust in God,” as he expressed 

Justice put up no defense. He did not 
even make a statement eo the ‘nd & H's 
attorneys relied solely upon winring -the 
case on a technicality. or the failure of 
the state to prove that Jus‘ice had not 
given his children medicine. Thev conteni 
that the law compellirg a father to — 
erly sustain his children does rot apnly 
to medicine. Also that the fact tht 
Justice stated he did not intend to rive 
his children medicine was not evidence that 
he had not done so. 

Justice has given bond and will anpeal 
his case to the supreme court. If he es- 
capes justice in this case for any reason 
his brothers-in-law will Indict him for the 
death of the other child. Thev also state 
that they will see that he allows a physi- 
clan to see the one now sick or again 
have him arrested.

Newnham College, Cambridge.

S0 aggressively purposeful as to intimidate. 
Those who know this daughter of the fan- 
Ous Statesman, and who steod a little tn 
awe of her when she was Newnham’'s vice 
principal, speak now of the gentleness in 
her nature which centact with the needy 
felk of Nelson Syuare, where the secttle- 
ment is located, seems to have maznified.

ble woman, indeed, ever since the great 
serrow cf her life, Mr. Gladstone's death 
resulted in her retirement from all publi 
aftairs fur several years. From this retire- 
ment Miss Gladstone emerged to enter on 
the important service which now claims her 
attention. The first anniversary of her war- 
denship bas not yet come around. 

She Is Mrs. 
Booth’s Double. 

Oddiy enough, there is a striking likeness 
between Miss Gladstone and another wom- 
an whuse name is associated with philan- 
thropy in the east end of London. Two 
faces could scarcely have more similarity 
than the rugg~ countenance of Helen 
Glu¢stone and that of Mrs. B.amwell Booth 
of Salvation Army fame. Their characters 
morecverc, are not dissimilar. although Miss 
Gladstone brings to her “soul saving’ more 
iniellectual methods and an unorthcdoxy 
which proves that her spiritual life is sus- 
tainel by beliefs different frem Mrs.

Miss Gladstone gave up her position as 
vice-p incipal of Newnham, the women’s 
college in Cambridge University, to spend 
what proved to be her father’s last vear 
of life with him. She devoted herself to 
her father s correspondence; she was, 1real- 
ly. his unofficial secvretary, and scarcely 
left him for a day. Throughout her life 
M'ss Gladstone was the grand old man’s 
companion on his travels, she was his con- 
fidante and his closest friend. She is said 
to have been even more congenial te him 
that his wife. Of a certainty she was more 
intelligent than ihe late Mrs. Gladstone.

Days are getting chilly. Nights are even co'd. B'rdg will soon 
be making their way 8S uth, with the excep ion of the ubiqu-tous 
sparrow, the screaming jay and a few other hardy fly:rs.

now comes the annual report ef the Audubon Soc'ety as to th» 
protection of birds. Are we much Interested in it? Let us se°. 
Mr. William T. Hornaday, director of the New York Zoolo’i a! 
Park and a naturalist of distinct'on, has shown that the bi d- 
of the Urited States are being de«troyed at an ala ning rate 
He obtained numerous reports, from 30 of the st7tes, wh ch show d 
that the average of Icss in bird life for the’r combired area was 
46 per cent during the last 15 years. The decr ase for the s‘a‘e 
of Florida during the same period was 77 per cent and for Texas 
67 per cent, and in summing up, Mr. Hiornaday sa‘d: 

‘Without any @esire to be sensational, or to be considered an 
alarmist, it may be ssid that the facts néw establ'shed warrant 
the belief that unless much more rad cal and much’ more gen- 
eral protective mousures ure taken f rthwith, the next 15 y ars 
will witness the total ann‘hilation with'n the United &tates ‘of 
practically all our birds except the warbic!s and the eparrews, an?’ 
our wild quadrupeds save the rabbits and the smal! species that 
hurrow in the earth.”’ : 
All the birds gone within 15 vears! How do we I'ke ‘such a 
prospect? Jn 1829 the Mascachuset's legislature pa’sed laws wh c* 
led to the practical extermination of birds in that s‘ate. Faiu e 
of crops was noticed as an immediate result. There have bee’ 
many similar instances, showing that b'rds and crors a-e 'nt'mite- 
ly related. the feathered folk saving the farmer's crops by de- 
stroying noxious insects. 

Mr. Frank Charman thus describes the work of man’s Iittle 
friends, the birds: 

“In the air swallows and swifts are cours'n¢ rapidly to and 
fro, ever ir pursuit of the insects wh'ch cons*t*ute thetr whel- 
food. When they retire the nighthewks and wippo "wills w'l! take 
up the chase, catching moths and other nocturnal insects which 
would escape day-flying birds. Fly eatchers lie in wait, dart'ng 
from ambush at passing prey, and with a sugg¢st've cl'ck of their 
bill returning to their post. The warblers,' light active creatures, 
flutter about the term!nal foliage and with extraordinary skill! 
pick the insects from leaf or blosrom. Th> v'recs patient'y ex- 
plore the under side of leaves and odd nooks to sre that no 
sku ker escapes. The woodpecker, nuthatch and creep>rs attend 
to the trunks and timbs, examining carefully each inch of bark 
for insects, eggs and larvae, or excavating for ants and bo-ers 
they hear within. On the ground the hunt is con‘inued by the 
thrushes, sparrows and other birds that feed uron innumera’ 1> 
forms of trrestrial insects. Few places in which insects exist 
are neglected; even some species which pass thir earlier stages 
ww entire lives ir. the water are preyed upon by aquatic birds.”’ 
A scientist once sa'd that “a birdless air would not be fit to 
breathe,”’” because cf the innum-*rab’e swarms of inets tht 
would fill it. City peaple. who ire pestered with the ins<cts that 
gather under the e ectric lights and in street cars; summer nizhts 
can understand this.

Its feeling and tts poetical power come 
into it from its Latin original, which is 
not anonymous, as is sometimes supposed, 
but is well established as the work of 
Rernard of Cluny (abovt 11272-3536 A. D.), who 
through his authorship of the long Latin 
poem on “The Contempt of the World,” in 
which the passages describing the glories 
of heaven occur, survives to be sometimes 


nard of Clatrvaux, the rival of Abelard. 

Since the translation of Dr. Neale attract- 
ed more general attention to the original 
poem by Bernard, it has been studied with 
diligerce by such excellent scholars as 
Willlam C. Prime, who calls it a “marvel- 
cus poem.” and says that no translation 
exists which gives an idea of “the fire of 
the original.” 

Of Dr. Neale’s version, he says that it 
conveys the spirit of the original, and is 
“very much more than what he modestly 
calls it—a close imitation.”’ 

As far as the lyrical movement which 
gives ‘“‘fire and force” to the original, the 
students of the poem have been tn consider. 
alle confusion as a result of atterrpting 
tu read it to a measure made most familiar 
to <Amertcan readers in  Longfellow’s

HITCH ABUT THE BAIL BONE 


Bonds of the Delegates in 
Jail Increased to $90,- 
000 Each on Circuit At- 
torney s Informations to 
Prevent Their Release 
Through SupremeCourt 
Writs of Habeas Corpus. 


Kelly failed to “come In" yesterday as 
the authorities had announced he would. 

Judge Douglas waited at the Four Courts 
last night until 8 o'clock and it was mid 
night when Circuit Attorney Folk left. 

They had expected all day and all night 
that Kelly might at any moment appear. 

“While I never had any pos'tive assur- 
ance,’’ said Circuit Attorney Folk to the 
Post-Dispatch shortly before he started 
for home, “yet I was hopeful that Kelly 
would be apprehended by Sheriff Dick- 
mann’s men or the police, or that he would 
surrender voluntarily. 

“T really expected that he would arrive 
at t#® Four Courts at noon. When that 
hour passed and when I saw by the Post- 
Dispatch that Wallner, who had signified 
his intention of furnishing bond for him, 
had declined to do so, I realized that 
chances for a voluntary return of the fugi- 
tive were lessened. 

“I am convinced that had I been able 
to give assurances to Wallner or other of 
Kelly's friends that bond wou'd be ac- 
cepted or made other promises Tie would 
have surrendered. 


“But I am in no position to offer induce 
ments. Kelly’s surrender. if made. rust be 
voluntary and unconditional. 

“I have by no means alxundonel hope 
that he will be captured either by Sheriff 
Dickmann's men or the police.” 

There was an expectant alr pervading the 
grandjury room all of yesterday and last 
night. Kelly's surrender was scheduled to 
occur about noon. This was the informa- 
ton Sheriff Dickmann lodged with Mr. 
Folk. For that reaton the grandjury was 
not assembled until 11:30 o'clock. 

But three witnesses were called and it 
was conceded that ‘these were of no great 
importance. Their knowledge. if thev 
possessed any. was to .corroborate testi- 
mony of witnesses examined the day before. 


KELLY WAS TO BE STAR WITNESS 
Kelly was to be the star witness if he ar- 
rived. It was generally conceded that were 
he to surrender he would be accorded the 
fame treatment as John K. Murrell. Mur- 
rell, his brother, E. E. Murrell, and George 
F. Robertson had given testimony suf- 
ficient to convict every member of the 
combine, but the circuit attorney had no 
direct testimony upon which to convict the 
wealthy bribe-givers. Kel'y, according to 
the statements of the three men who have 
already turned state's evidence, divided 
the $47.500 that was paid for the votes that 
parsed the lighting bill 


He alone, of all the remaining men un- 
der indictment, was in a position to ex- 
pect immunity from the state. Not one 
official at the Fonr Courts but expected 
i» see the surrender of Kelly yesterday. 
While no official promise had been made 
him that he would not be prosecuted, it 
was reasonable to suppose that he would 
fare as well as the other indicted men who 
did the state a service. Kelly's family 
ties and business enterprises were deemed 
sufficient to warrant them in the belier 
that he would not abandon these to pro- 
tect two bribe-givers. who would assuredly 
descrt him the moment they had no further 
use for him. And in 40 days the statute of 
limitations will prevent a prosecution of 


these men, ard after that time Kelly could 
expect no more assistance from them, 
while he would be a fugitive from jus- 
tice for life.

She 
died and the will not only made Mr. Davis 
executor, but also gave him ownership of 
Beauvoir. Mr. Davis made Beauvoir his 
home until his death, Dec. 6, 1889.

ARK TWAIN, the great humorist, is spending his vacation at York Har- 
bor, Me. The place, if Mr. Funsten or any of the Denver Library people 
care to know, is in the exact spot frequently referred to as the south- 


eastern part of the state. 


The genial philosopher has been enjoying the summer working there since 
early in July, and he says that he is going to do his best to hold out at his cot- 


tage until] the®leventh day of October. 
solutely refuses to comirit himself. 


N ABOUT a year the reading public, 
however, will be very thankful to York 
Harbor. For the novel upon which 

Mark Twain is now engaged will be issued 
then, and he says that the braciitg sea air 
that comes to him in his retreat is helping 
him to do fine work. 


He hasn't wheliy succeeded, though, in 
keeping care off his porch and the 4# acres 
that strround his cottage, perched high 
above the waters of York river, for in the 
early part of August Mrs. Clemens fell sick 
with heart failure, and since then her fa- 
roous husband has been nursing her back 
to health.

Magazine discovered the author of “Tom

has made it a rule to be interviewed only 
when in @ foreign country or when coming 
from or going to a strange land. Rut here 
it was proven beyond all doubt or perad- 
venture that “Huckleberry Finn’s’’ creator 
ig a humorist, for he laushed at and agrced 
to the logic of another man's joke. 

“l—am—only—interviewed,"" began the 
sage, with the deliberate premeditated and 
immortal Mark Twain drawl, ‘‘in—foreign— 
countries.”’

“He does,’ he said, with his hearty smile,

“So, now, sixty years after that event 
(emphasis on ‘event’) I'm enjoying another 
vacation at the age, I believe, of sixty- 
seven. 

“Fact of it is,"’ he drawled, ‘‘the best part 
of a man’s life is after he is sixty. I feel 
stronger mentally now than ever before.”’ 

He lit another of those ominous looking 
cigargy. Their mere appearance compels 
comment. You express surprise that the 
first one was not guilty of murder. 

“No. Smoking doesn't seem to affect my 
health at all. Perhaps, though, that’s be- 
cause I only take one smoke a day.” A 
brief pause and with a flash of humor from 
his eyes—‘‘That commences in the morning 
and ends just before I go to bed. But, Lord 
bless me! I like to smoke and have since 1 
Was seven years old. That first smoke 
was a fine one, but it made me very sick. 
I rolled a cigar from green tobacco and 
when my father found out about it, he dia 
the rest. 

“I find,’’ he added seriously, ‘‘that smok- 
ing aids me while I am engaged in writ- 
ing."’

He placed his hands on the table as he 
spoke. They are the hands of a strong 
man, of a worker, prehensile, yet artistic, 
and with nails which are kept in beautiful 
condition. In shaking’ hands with him you 
note that while his hands are as soft as a 
woman's, there is a manly vigor in the 
grip he gives you that carries with it in- 
stantly the mark of good-fellowship and 
kindliness. 

He spoke of his recent trip to the scenes 
of his boyhood days, and told how he met 
his chum and playmate, John Briggs. 

“‘Together,"’ said the Mark Twain of 
“Huckleberry Finn,"’ in serious tones, ‘‘wa 
visited some of the scenes of our former 
crimes and misdemeanors.”’ 


Meditatively—“Stealing apples, though, 
isn't a crime or a misdemeanor. The ele- 
ments of danger and self-hero worship are 
too largely involved in the deed. 

“What I consider a crime was the act 
of John Briggs and myself when we got 
hold of a boat along the Mississippi at 
Hannibal and painted it red over its coat 
of white. Just as we had finished our job 
the owner of the boat appeared and 
‘lowed that if that boat had been white 
he would have sworn that it was his own.”’ 


As to whether or not the boat ever got 
back fnto the hands of the original owner 
Mr. Clemens refused to say. 

He did talk freely, however, about his 
now famous letter written from his vaca- 
tlon retreat on Aug. 14 to a Denver friend 
anent the attempt to exclude ‘“‘Huckleberry 
Finn’’ from the Denver Public Library. 
“Now, that was a very funny thing about 
that letter getting into print,’" he said. 
“You see I sent it to my man marked 
‘Private,’ and that was a sure sign that it 
was going to be published. That is the rca- 
son I don't care to be interviewed, too. 
You sec, it puts {it up to the other man.” 

He lights his fourth cigar. “If I write a 
jetter and then it is published through the 
carelessness or base intent of the man to 
whom it is sent, I am not being directly 
interviewed for the benefit of the readers of 
a paper, but am only expressing a private 
opinion, which, however much I mignt 
mean it, was only intended for the man to 
whom the letter was written. 

“Rut as to Denver.” he drawled, “‘It isn't 
so far removed from Butte, Mon. I sub- 
scribe for a weekly paper, which gets here 
every two weeks, and I learn from that 
Mary MacLane is exploring the East for 
the Sunday Post-Dispatch.

Yet, but a few years before, the man who 
had paid this tribute to Sir Walter Scott 
had himself won the admiration of the 
world for a transaction similar in almost 
every detail. 

He went upstairs again “to see about 
Mrs. Clemens,"’ saying as he left, “Now, 
make yourself as comfortable as you can.”’ 

The room tn which much of his writing is 
done is large and cheery, with everywhere 
the evidence of woman's taste—and one 
author’s carelessness. An edition of Sain- 
tine’s “Picciola"’ lay on a table in the center 
of the rooth. One of the villainous-looking 
cigars had beer® left on it, presumably to 
frighten burglars.

Some of Its Pleasing Features---lts Pres- 
ent Appearance Gives Little Evidence 
of the Natural Beauty That Once Made 
lt Famous as a Recreation Spot. 2 2 2 


HBN the devastating cyclone which 

swept over St. Louls May 27, 1896, 

had spent its force and ceased its 

destruction, the most attractive place in 

St. louis and one conceded to be the most 

beautiful spot in the Western Hemisphere, 

whs found to have been almost completely 
demolished. — 

The coming of that tornado was the pass- 
fig of Lafayette Park. 

That park which provided amusement for 
thousands of people, and which was a play- 
ground for happy children, a resting place 
for the aged inhabitants of the neighbor- 
hood and a breathing spot for convalescent 
invalids, suffored a blow so severe that the 
labor of man has failed to restore it to 
tts former splendor. 

This little park, which is comprieed of 
about 3? acres, was first commenced in 1852, 
and was completed in all ita beauty in 1860. 
It was designed and lald out by Max G. 
Kern, who was then considered to be the 
most famous lundaecape gardener in tho 
country. 

in the early days of the park a saloon 
was situated in the center amidat a grove 
of trees. 


The people who had taken an aciive inter- 
est in the estabMishment of the park pro- 
testei against. the aaloon. An ordinance 
was created bv the City Council and the 
saloon was removed. The ordinance pro- 
vided that there shquid not be a saloon with- 
in two blocks of the park, and even 
wate> was prohibited within its precincts. 

he greut, towering trees which afforded 
shelter to those who visited the park, and 
which formed a green canopy over .the en- 
tire place, were twisted and wrenched from 
their roots by the tornado’s blast, and na- 
ture, so rudeiv shocked, has made little ef- 
fort to restore them. 

It was planned by the park commissioners 
to transplant several hundred of the larg- 
est trees that were removed from Forest 
Park to make way for the World's Fair, 
but trees thus planted seldom thrive, and 
the removal of trees that were dead would 
only add to the desolate appearance of the 
once beautiful park. 

Small trees have been planted yearly, and 
these are doing well. In the course of a 
few years more, the park will be classed 
as the prettiest park in St. Louis, but it 
wil! never regain its lost beauty.

HERE is a St. Louisan, a German scientist and entomologist, who has in his 
his possession a collection of bugs and insects numbering over one million. 
This collection represents the work of 22 years, in every country’ on the 
globe, and the expenditure of thousands of dollars,

after passing into the doctor's den, and

“~g@haped that the fact of their having actu- 


ally been alive ia doubted. 

Since 1880 Dr. Bock has been engaged in 
gathering his marvelous collection, and his 
efforts have been unceasing in establishing 
this branch of zcology of which so little 
ie known. 

There are now only five entomologists 
Who are quoted as authorities, and Dr. 
Bock ts recognized as the leading entomolo- 
gist in the United States. His works have 
been published in the form of text books, 
pnd are used In the higher colleges where 
matural science furm a distinct branch of 
study. 

Dr. Bock was born in the city of 
Hamelin, Hanover, Germany, #4 years ago, 
and came to the United States In 18. He 
ie a descendant of one of the oldest families 
th thie quaint German town, which was 
founded over 80 years ago, and in whose 
history his ferefathes figured as knights. 
Surgomasters and mayors. Dr. Bock ean 
trace hie geneology back as far us the his- 
tory. of his birthplace, and the records of 
, tis family show that nearly all were of a 

jen mind and education. 

i at ) @arly youth while not in school, 
lock himself with disecting 
. : peter sien, studying thefr 
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many houps of the day were spent in 
Watching ants and other creeping insects 
as they crawled about the ground digging 
holes and searching for focd. 

When Dr. Bock entered the medical 
schools the course ef studies included bot- 
any and all other branches of natural 
science. These studies were considered 
necessary to the profession of medicine, 
and are taught in all the higher schools 
In Germany. 

After coming to the United States Dr. 
Bock settled itn Quincy, Il. He came to 
St. Louls in 1890, and commenced the prac- 
tice of medicine. He immediately identified 
himself with the scientific socletes here 
and foundd the Natural Scentific Society, of 
which he is president. This society has only 
12 members and holds monthly meetings at 
the homes of the members. Any esSay on 
some scientific subject is presented by the 
host of the occasion, and a debate on the 
subbject follows. 

In 1889 Dr. Bock made his first trip to 
Guatemala, Central America, and returned 
with many rare species of tropical in- 
sects. He entered into a partnership witb 
his two brothers in the conduct of a rancho 
in Mexico, and has made many trips to 
that country, where he found curious in- 
sects y 

While tn Mexico he passed the Spanish 
medical examination, and was admitted to 
practice by special permission, signed by 
Mannuel T. Barrillas. who was then pres!- 
dent of the republic of Mexico. 

Among Dr. Bock's collection is a number 
of the acrocinus longimanus, a peculiar 
winged insect of large size, which Is here- 
with Hlustrated. This insect lives om the 
paracital growth of the large trees of the 
7 ay > ~~ p< at rong rg and is difficult 
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change its color to that of the tree it hap- 
pens to be on. Only the trained eye of the 
naturalist can detect it, and its delicate 
color and construction makes it necessary 
for the entomologist to handle it with great 
care, 

The manner in which the doctor's colle 
tion is arranged and mounted indicates the 
methodical mind of the scientist. The in- 
sects, both small and large, are stuck on 
pins to which are attached bits of paper 
bearing the name, date of capture and the 
place where found. They are then placed 
in boxes tn long and even rows in the fam- 
iiv classes. In one correr of the boxes isa 
thimble containing creosote, the strong oder 
of which is intended to preserve the bodics. 

In many other cases the doctor has his 
exchange specimens packed away in neat 
brown paper packages, all labeled... These 
he sends to numerous entomologists about 
the country who are unable to secure {in 
any other way the insect they desire. Some 
of the smaller insects, those not any larger 
than a pin point, are stuck to small pieces 
of paper and are kept in‘capsules. They 
can be aafely shipped through the mails 
in paper boxes 

Four of one kind are called a set, but In 
many instances naturalists are glad tc se- 
cure a wing from scme of the rare insects. 
Butterflies, Dr. Bock says, are classified in 
their respective families by thetr colors, 
and beetles by their organs of locomotion. 

Insects proper, as classified by the doctor. 
have six legs, but spiders and centipedes 
are counted in the general class of ineccts. 
The higher the Insect becomes the more 
accentuated M becomes in three parts, the 
head. the body and the locomotor appar- 
atus.

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ENTAL telepathy or hypnotism is to be used to cure insanity. 
A clairvoyant subject of extraordinary power is to saturate his sub- 
jective mind with the idea that it is to convey to the subjective or unrea- 
soning mind of an insane man the conviction that he can regain control of his ob- 
jective or reasoning mind by merely willing to do so. 
Experiments are to be made on insane persons that the scientific world may ‘tek 
come converted to the therapeutic value of telepathy.

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SOME ODDITIES 
OF ANIMAL FOOTPRINTS 


ACY, the noted English hunter, has 
studied for so long the footprints of 
the denizens of the forest in many 

lands that he can tell those of 25 species 
of lions, of the same number of different 
members of the antelope family, of pan- 
thers, hyenas, crocodiles, baboons and 
many other animals. 

The spoor of the fore feet of the female 
elephant is practically @ perfect circle. 
while that of the male is slightly oval: 
the Bind fect of both sexes leaving oval 
marks. The fore feet show four toe marks: 
the hind feet only three, and the ougine of 
the hind feet is more strongly marked, and 


the pad behind the toes leaves a deeper im- 


print. A large spoor measures about fifteen 
inghes in diameter. 

These pecullarities you can only discover 
by examining the footprints of the animals 
at rest. ‘When the elephant moves in a 
“fetgurely manner his four fret leave a track 
of the width of a single foot only! The ele- 
phant in moving swings one foot across 
the other, beating a path the width of the 
front foot, the hind foot following in the 
same way. Thus he makes a continuous 
track, not a succession of footprints. 

The rhinoceros is more difficult to follow. 
In spite of his weight the untrained eye will 
log® bis trail at once on stony ground. His 
Spoor is not uniike that of the elephant, 
théugh of course much smaller. There is 
the same kind of pad with the toe marks 
fn front, but there are only three marks; 
and the spoor of the hind feet, like the ele- 
phant’s, ts elongated. 

When the lion discovers that a hunter is 
on his trail he sometimes leads round in a 
eircle, and on reaching his own track again 
ccntinues following it up until he sees his 
hunter tn front, when he promptly makes 
away. 

The leopard follows his hunter in the 
Same manner—sometimes even tracking the 
hunter to his camp, in the hope of finding 
sheep or goats! His spoor, and that of the 
panther, are similar to a lion's, but much 
Smalier and more elongated. 

Among carnivora the hyena is rem 
able, having four toes on all its feet. ne 
hind feet are narrow and turn more out- 
ward than the fore feet, and the claws 
show, or being a dog. he cannot draw 
them in as the lion does. The hunting dog 
@nd the jackal may easily be distinguished 
from the hyena, each havihe five toes on 
its front feet.

As to jewelry, you note that he wears a 
double, heavy and somewhat brassy-looking 
gold chain drawn through the third of the 
six buttonholes of his waistcoat. Frequently 
a large pearl decorates his cravat, and on 
each of his little fingers he has worn for 
years a large seal ring. 


WHAT HE WEARS AND HOW 
HE STARTS FOR WORK. 

His hats, which are specially made in 
London for him, are wide-brimmed and the 
size is seven and seven-eighths. Occasional- 
ly he carries a heavy, plain cane. 

Morgan is one of those men who loak the 
same in any suit. Uniess you study him 
quictly from afar you do not think of his 
clothes at all. 

You give him every bit of your at- 
tention, even when you see him leaping 
from a cab and rushing up the circular 
stairs of 8 Wall street—the counting-house, 
the bank, the money*vaults, the fortress 
and base of supplies of the firm of J. Pier- 
pont Morgan & Co.—you only think of Mor- 
gan, and not of his clothes. 

You can see him almost any morning at 
11 o'clock making that leap—and usually 
from a different cab each time. For he 
hails any Kind of a convenicnt vehicle, 
grumbies “Hurry up, now,” in a deep, 
coarse, guttural tone, and before the whecis 
stop at the southeast corner of Wall and 
Broad streets the cab door has been shut 
with a slam and Morgan is away and up 
the stairs.

Under the smiling skies that arch the 
Antillean seas you may behold fleets ol 
them like convoys of tiny toy boats painted 
in rainbow tues, and after great storms 
they are sometimes thrown by tens ot 
thousands on the snowy coral beaches in 
piles and windrows that seem globules of 
delicately tinted glass or huge ftirregular 


‘pearls gleaming in purple and green, car- 
mine and gold. 

Now this exquisite gem of the ocean— 
apparently a creature of foam and sun- 
light, a flower blushing in the desert of the

in reality, a link connecting 
the jellyfish and the polyfish, including 
characteristics of both—a free-swimming 
compound hydrozoan of the group natural- 
ists call siphonophores, and it consists of 
a unison of four parts, or kinds of parts,:

This float is in reality a sac filled with 
air, which enters it through an opening 
in the pointed end. The sac,. although 
seeming as thin, and in parts as diaphon- 
cus, as a bubble, had a double wal!—that 
is, it is one sac inside of anothér, and it 
abounds in muscular fibers by which the 
animal can vary its shape. pinching the 
sac at will into creases and opening or 
closing the air door. ' 

The beautiful creature is able by this 
means to contract the sac, expe! air and, 
when rain falls or the winds blow cold. 
sink below the surface to warm and quiet 
levels until better weather recalls it to 
bask in the sunlight and sail upon serener 
seas. Thus this man-of-war may be called 
the submarine boat of nature’s miniature 
navy—a primitive model for our Hollands 
and Maxims. 

It is a lover of warmth, and those seen 
along northern coasts are venturesome vag- 
rants who have wandered up the gulf 
stream and then been blow astray. They 
are often seen in New York bay, but are 
more common from Long Island to New- 
port. 140 8 

Innumerable pigment cells give a perma- 
nent color to much of the sac, rich blues 
changing in places to rosy tints, but be- 
sides this the surface is striated or scratch- 
ed with exceedingly fine straight lines, 
crossing each other at right angles, form- 
ing prisms—thousands to the inch—which 
break up the light and cause that same 
shifting irridescence which illumines so 
beautifully the nacreous lining of shells 
(mother-of-pearl) and the surface of an- 
cient glass. 

Seen under microscope, this striated coat 
glistens with a magnificent display of 
silvery light. Furthermore, the pointed 
end (which is the overhanging stern of this 
fairy boat) may be lifted, or depressed, 
or turned a little one side, so that it acts 
partly like a rudder and partly like an 
after sail, apparently enabling the mariner 
to steer a course, even somewhat up into 
the wind. I say “‘apparently’’ because in 
truth the ‘‘steering’’ no doubt, is a me- 
chanical result of the pressure of the 
breeze together with the dragging back of 
the trailing tentacles which tips up the 
stern and, in a strong wind ‘“‘brings the 
ship to’’ head on to the gale. 

Now this float that we have been consid- 
ering is a single organ whose sole service 
it is to carry the rest about, and it is 
the first part of the animal to develop at 
birth. This birth maybe from an egg—an 
almost invisible globule voided into the 
sea to take its chances of escape from a 
thousand perils long enough to develop 
into a tiny sac and gradually to perfect 
its system of appendages. More often, 
probably, the young physalia begins as a 
bud attached to one of the reproductive 
appendages of its’ mother and does not 


break off to start on an independent exis- 
tence until it Is pretty we]l advanced in 
growth. This {s so jellyfish like that some 
naturalists say the float is a true- medusa. 

As it becomes larger there gradually 
grow from the lower surface of its outer 
wall four pairs of groups of appendages or 
associated organs which have been named 
zooids. These vary in form and in function, 
for in this soclety there is complete divi- 
sion of labor—fixed individuation which is 
never transgressed because each member 
{s capable of but a single kind of work. 

Three kinds of zoolds may be discerned. 
The first to attract the eye are the long 
and writhing tentacles which trail like 
iiving thick-edged ribbons beneath the float. 
Some are contracted Into tight brown ring- 
lets, others crinkled, others hanging loose 
and long. Their elasticity is enormous, so 
that when the wind is strong they may 
trail 30 or 40 feet behind a physalia of 
large size, forming what sailors know as 
a drag or wind anchor, drifting ashore and 
causing the little ship to “heave to,” ag 
has been explained. 

The business of these scores of long, sen- 
sitive, contractile tentacles is to find ana 
selze the prey wpon which this man-of-war 
subsists. This food consists of small juicy 
larvae of.shell fish of every kind; fragile 
oceanic relatives of the shrimp; tiny fishes 
und anything. else small and soft. 

The instant such an unfortunate swims 
against the invisible nets of this medusa 
of the sea, the tentacles cling and wind 
about it, and from them burst hundreds of 
exquisitely sharp, threadlike and barbed 
darts (until then hidden in pockets opened 
by a touch) which penetrate the victim's 
flesh and carry into it a flery poison that 
benumbs the nerves and paralyzes effort. 

Then the tentacles begin to contract and 
slowly drew the captive up into the living 
thicket beneath the float, where it comes 
into contact with shorter and broader ten- 
tacles bearing flask-shaped bodies, whose 
pores are filled with the equivalent of gas- 
tric juice. I have seen a physalia kill and 
lift to its “mouths” a fish longer than its 
own float. 

These feeding arms graduaily absorb and 
digest the nutritive part of the prey and 
send it circulating, in the place of blood, 
throughout the space between the walls of 
the float and up and down the interior of 
every pendant organ, and so the whole is 
nourished impartially. 

There are large and small feeders, each 
with highly colored tentacles of their own, 
and some of them, according to Prof. Alex- 
ander Agassiz, seem also to perform a res- 
piratory function. 

Now. a very curious thing may be men- 
tioned here. The armatures of stinging 
cells which serve to render helpless its 
prey are also the defense of the physalia. 
They are the “guns” of this Portuguese 


‘“‘man-of-war,”” and cause it te be aveléell 
by many fishes and other animals that 
might otherwise like to eat it. 

If -you should put your hand inte this 
tangle you would quickly withdraw it, red 
and smarting almost as if you had thrust 
it into fame. 

Big things like whales and turtles gulp 
down the physalias, but even the big green 
turtle, which is fond of them, tis often 
renderel almost biind by the stings ime 
flicted upon its lMdless eyes. Nevertheless,

and glide beneath the silvery sheen. 


Such is the structure and history of this 
elegant creature which seems as fragile as 
if blown of thin glass and draped with 
gossamer, yet survives the beating of 
and the turmoll of the billows. It has wis 
exquisite filmy relatives in the seas, 
some of which are frequently met even 
on the coasts of New England. 

Buzzards and Narragansett Bays, ine 
deed, having a southern opening, .recelveé 
large numbers of these and other tropical 
visitors every season. All are less cone 
spicuous than the physalla, because more 
transparent and colorless, but they are 
more fairy-like in delicacy. Instead of a big 
crested float they have one or more small 
floats, made buoyant in some cases by 
a filling of an olly substance, An exquisite 
example is Nanamia, illustrated herewith 
Another is Vellela, which lifts from its 
purplish, raft-like disk a“ triangular sail 
by which to trim its course to the breeze,
